A necord For Rescue Worj£. 


Police Inspector 
Thompson, who 


spent the best part of the night at the 
scene of the disaster, said of the rescue 
v. ork: 


"The saving of the £00 people of the 


Northfielrl beats all records for this or 
any other country in the matter of 
quick rescues. It was made possible 
by the efficiency of 'lie police, the hard 
work of the crows of the various tugs 
and the fact that the XorthBeld sank 
only a comparatively short distance 
from the shore. 


"I am not a religious man particular- 


ly, but every time I may think of this 
affair I shall recocnize the intervention 
of Providence, which to my mind had 
a great deal to do -\\ith tho saving of 
so many panic htrieken people.

Arbitration and Peace association has 
sent a letter to a number of American 
arid European jurists of international 
repute asking assistance to clear up 
questions of the law on annexation 
nnd the rule'! of warfare. The com- 
mittee having the matter in hand, 
which inclosed the parliamentary re- 
turn on farm burning in South Africa, 
consider*: it desirable to obtain the col- 
lective, authoritative opinion of the 
leading jurists of the world on these 
subjects. 


"Events in South Africa and those 


which have recently occurred in Cuba 
nnd the Philippines," writes the com- 
mittee, "seem to cnll for such an ex- 
pression of opinion from those who 
have devoted themselves to the study 
of the philosophy of law. ns it may ex- 
ercise an important influence upon both 
the people and the governments." 


The letter, wh'ch is signed, among 


others, by Felix Moschples, chairman 
of the International Arbitration and 
Peace association, im-loses what i.s de- 
scribed as a "rough enumeration of the 
opinions of. recent writers." All those 
who arc quoted deny the right of an- 
nexation by 
force, except by the 


authority of the congress of Ihe states 
or declared will of the people. 


The inclosure winds up with point- 


ing out that tho British "nominal an- 
nexation of the South African repub- 
lics" is in direct contradiction of the 
above judicial opinions.

Chicago, June 13.—A temporary grand 


stand at Sixty-eighth street .ind Stew- 
art avenue, built for the purpose of ac- 
commodating an audience to witness 
the annual field day sports of the Chi- 
cago normal schools, collapsed. Sev- 
eral hundred persons, mostly women 
and children, were injured.

The injured were 
removed to the normal school near by, 
which was converted into a temporary 
hospital, with a score of physicians and 
surgeons in attendance.

Sour Beliiv Well Received. 


Washington, June 15.—The uew» dis- 


patches from Peking convey to the offi- 
cial mind here the belief that what Is 
known as the British-American plan 
of settling the indemnity question is 
making headway and that h will in 
the end be adopted as the only feasible 
scheme. 


The firm attitude of the United 


States in declining to enter into a joint 
guarantee of the enormous bond issue 
is believed to have had its effect in in- 
clining the ministers to accept the 
British-American proposal. It is eer- 
:ain that any movement toward the set- 
tlement of this indemnity question 
must result iu unanimity to be effect- 
ive. Although often mentioned, the de- 
tails of the British plan have not here- 
tofore been given, but they are now 
learned from an authoritative source 
to be as follows: 


"The Chinese government is to issue 


bonds to each of the powers to the 
amount of the indemnity due each. 
These bonds are to bear 4 per cent in- 
terest, with a clause providing one-half 
per cent foi amortization. Certain of 
the Chinese revenues, not specifically 
designated in the proposition, are to be 
earmarked for the liquidation of the 
bonds. A committee appointed by the 
foreign powers is to take charge of 
questions relating to the revenues thus 
earmarked, and the committee is to ar- 
range details by which the revenues 
are to be applied on the bonds. In case 
of default on the bonds, the default is 
to be to the committee and not to the 
several powers."

Picking spruce guru and selling it to 


chewing gum 
manufacturers 
is a 


source of income for a great many men 
in the Adirondacks and other northern 
forests—guides and small farmers- 
while others make it a business the 
year through. Tlie guru appears on the 
tree trunks like drops of wax. 
The 


gatherer, armed with a long pole on the 
end of which are fastened a can and a 
sharp chisel cuts Joose tho chunks of 
gum, which fall into the can and are 


j transferred to a basket or bag. 
The 


gatherers in winter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 miles through the forest, 
sleeping at night in some old hunter's 
deserted shack. 


Thero are three kinds of spruce in tlie 


Adirondacks—red,black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of tlie 
gums is the "blister," which is translu- 
cent and turns blue after being chewed. 
After 
being 
scraped, washed 
and 


brightened it sells for $1.50 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed of 
blister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. 
Placed on trays of cotton 


cloth in a steam tank, the gum is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
cents a pound, forming the ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man- 
ufacturers 
adulterate the gum with 


paraffin, 
resin and 
chicle.—Country

The summary is»ued by the bur 
eau at Washington tor the month of 
April, the latest yet published, gives 
the comparison .with the previous year 
for that mouth aud for ihe teu month, 
of the fiscal year. It shows that our 
imports from Russia increased slightly 
for the ten months aud materially in 
April, and our exports to Russia in- 
ereas>e<i Mill more lor both periods. The 
latter were in April this year $1,005,- 
133 ia value, compared with §77y,i 
last 3-ear, and for ten months ending 
with April they amounted to 87,130- 
870, against $5,674,462 a year before. 
What ihe trade would have been with- 
out the slight check of the countervail- 
ing duty and the higher rates imposed 
by Russia on some of our products, or 
what the effect may continue to be, no 
man can tell, but the actual results of 
comparison show that our "losa of 
trade"' thus far consists of a moderate 
increase in both imports and exports, 
so far at least as direct traffic with 
Russian ports is concerned.
